amined by the American Consul at 

Colombo, \v. A. Leonard, and he 
found it to be perfect. Under its al- 
most transparent pearl film one could 
see a complete form of a white ele- 
phant, correct in evet y detail. 

Mr. RodrigO was Hooded with re- 
quests from New York collectors, 
who had heard of it through Mi. 
Leonard, with offers of purchase. 
"it is one ol Ceylon's proud posses- 
sions, and it will never leave this 
island," said Mr. RodrigO in reply 
to these requests.

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GOOD MANNERS AT THE TABLE 



In spite of changing customs and 
standards, table manners have al- 
ways the same foundation of con- 
sideration for the company with 
whom one eats. This was as true 
in the Middle Ages as it is today. 
As forks were not invented until the 
beginning of the seventeenth cen- 
tury, people before that time ate 
with their fingers. Yet the cour- 
teous people of that far-away time 
gave some attention to the art of 
polite eating. The great Knglish 
poet, Chaucer, famous for his Can- 
terbury Tales, describes in one of 
them a perfect lady: "She had been 
well taught the art of eating and to 
let no morsel fall from her lips and 
wet but her fingertips in the sauce." 
Of course, no well brought- 
up young lady now would wet even 
her fingertips in the sauce, but 
customs have changed and the per- 
fect lady was using the good manners 
at the table of that time. 

Although the fork was the last of 
the table implements to be thought 
of, the fork is now our chief standby 
in eating. It is used alone most of 
the time, and always in preference 
to spoons or fingers, if this is pos- 
sible. There are some foods, of 
course, that have to be eaten with 
the fingers, because it is inconveni- 
ent to use the fork; such as olives, 
potato chips, and corn on the cob, 
and most of the raw fruits. Finger 
bowls should be served when juicy 
fruits are eaten with the fingers. 

It is sometimes a temptation to 
"pick a chicken," holding the bone 
in the fingers, but the sight of a 
charming young lady tearing the 
meat from a bone is not perfect. 
The lady of the time of Chaucer 
would hardly have done that, had 
she but owned a fork with which to 
obtain the sweet meat next to the 
bone. 

Vegetables and salads are eaten 
with the fork alone. Most desserts 
can be. And it is a convention that 
a knife is not used with fish. In 
fact, it is good common sense to tat 
whatever can be nicely eaten with a 
fork and to dispense with the knift 
as far as possible. 

Gathering a forkful of eatables, 
such as meat and potato** to^eth' 
if getting a bundle ready for speedy 
delivery, is unworthy the table man 
ners of a courteous person. Mix 
ing and patting food in any waj 
is an unrefined practice that shotili 
end when the baby Ussp o ss Is laid 
aside. 

Many people think that after ; 
piece of meat has been cut, the knife 
should be laid down and the fork 
transferred to the right hand befort 
the morsel is eaten. To be sure, 
this does look better than catting 
and eating as fast as possible. But 
it is hardly common to keep 

passing the fork from one hand to 
another when both knife and fork 
are being used, and there need bt 
nothing offensive in lifting the fork 
in the left hand to the mouth. A 
good rule to follow is to use th« 
fork whenever convenient and it 
may be used without awkwardness. 
When knife and fork are not beiflf 
used, they should be laid side bv 
side on ♦he plate and not hung of) 
the side of the plate where they 
might be knocked off on the table 
cloth, to leave a greasy spot. An- 
other convention of good manners 
founded on consideration for others, 
the hostess this time. 

If anyone is in doubt about what 
to do at table, he has only to remem 
ber that the foundation of good tabh 
manners is consideration for others.
